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cells. Butthe negro was not the only one 
who told that story. One of the men who 
was in the party gave a graphic and interest- 
ing account of the assault from its inception 
to the death of the two men. 

Seeing that he could do nothing by remain 
ing at the jail, Colonel Geordon ‘withdrew, 
leaving a guard outside the enclosure. Then 
when he had reacbed his headquarters, he 
sent a formal notice of his discoveries to the 
mayor and the coroner. While Colonel Gor- 
don was at the jail with his troops a 
rapid firing began on the opposite 
side of town, the side upon which the swamp, 
one of the battlefields of Christmas day, is 
situated. It lasted for fully twenty minutes, 
and then ceased as suddenly as it began. 

Another detachment of military left the 
barracks at once on a double quick, this time 
under command of Captain Morris, of the 
Brunswick Rifles. The troops moved over 
ficids, climbed fences and jumped ditches on

sut nothing could be found. No negroes or 
Whites could be seen anywhere, and the smell 
of burned gun powder had disappeared. The 
firing wasa mystery, and remained so until 
later in the day, when parties who were pres- 
ent when it occurred related a thrilling story 
aboutit. This, too, occurred just after dawn. 

Soon after an early breakfast, 
I visited the jail with Mayor 
Hopps. I had been there with the soldiers in 
the gray dawn, but could gather nothing. <As 
We approached the jail evidences of the mob’s 
work was apparent. Near the gate to the en- 
closure the mayor picked upanax. The edge 
was gapped and broken to pieces. Great 
chunks of the steel had been broken out, and 
even the back showed dents made upon it by 
the hard iron against which it had been thrown 
with such force. 

The gate had great chuncks cut out of it 
and scattered off by the blows given with the 
ax inthe mob’s frantic effort to break away 
the heavy iron Larwhich held itin its place. 
That iron bar showed the tough usage, too, to 
which it had been subjected. Inside the vard 
we found a scaffold, and from the beam a rope 
was suspended. At the endof that rope a

was tied. But there was no neck in the noose. 
That scaffold had been built and that noose 
tied to choke Lewis Phillips to death but for 
Governor Gordon's’ respite saving him 
temporarily. Turning from the scaffold the 
jail door was found open. Near the door was a 
heavy iron box which had been locked across 
it to preveut those inside getting out or those 
on the outside getting in. A dozen yards 
away the locks were found. Inside the jail 
things were found as I have already shown. 
Up the stairway we found the prisoner whose 
cries had attracted Colonel Gordon in the 
morning. He was much cooler and quite 
calm, but begged the immayorto have him re- 
moved to Brunswick. ‘'For,’’ 3aid he, con 

cluding his appeal, ‘‘they may come back and 
haug me on Lewis’s seaffold.” 

THE NEGRO'S STORY. 

“Tell us what the crowd did last night?’ 
asked some one present. 

“Well, I didn’t sleep any after they put 
Bill Hopps in here. It was then that I learned 
of the trouble in town, and I was afraid the 
white people would come and hurt us. Just 
before daylight I heard an awful pounding on 
the gate out yonder, and knowed right off 
whatit meant. Mighty soon I heard the gate 
give way, and the men rush in. They was a 
talking low and I heard one say: ‘Let’s get 
Hopps sure. He’s the one what helped Brewer 
to get away.’ was standing up at the win- 
dow listening. Soon I heard ’em pounding 
the door,and the door gave way. I kept 
quiet, but I was scared. Then they began 
pounding on the doors downstairs. Part was 
at one door and part at the other. One door 
gave way, and then I heard some one call for 

Lill Hopps. Then I heard him beg for mercy, 
and then [heard the guns. They must have 
fired@a huprdred times, and they fired fast. 
Then fora minute everything was quiet. I 
thought they was gone. Butin a minute they 
commenced pounding on the door again. 
Then again the shooting began, and then the 
crowd went away, and I was awful glad they 
went, too. But when the soldiers came back 
thit morning I was scared again, for I thought 
they had come to 
KILL THE BALANCE OF Us.’’ 

The jail wore a desolate, dreary appearance 
as we came away. An hour later a man who 
knew more about the assault than all the 
rest was found. He lives in an adjoining 
county, and when properly coppered told a 
story. Jt was not a complete story, but it was 
good as far as it went. 

“IT came down here Saturday,”’ he said, ‘to 
help protect this town against the negroes, 
and I have done my work. I was:on duty 
over there near the courthouse, just before 
day, when a squad of a dozen men passed. 
They were all armed with repeating rifles, 
and were going, they said, to Bob Brewer's 
house. Inafew minutes after they passed I 
heard the pounding on the gate. I started to 
the jail, but before I got there a picket 
stopped me. He was one of the squad that 
passed me, too.’’ 

Then pausing a second the man went on. 

“Do you know, too, that fellow had the gall 
tostop me. I told him Iwasa picket under 
command of Colonel Gordon, but he only 
laughed at me, and toid me to go to the hotel. 
I stood there until alter the shooting was over 
and then went back to my post. After a while 
the crowd came by and one of ’em stopped 
with me. He had been in the jail, and he 
told me what happened, and that’s all I 
know.” 

“WV hat did he tell you?”’ 

‘*\ good deal,’’ 

“What was it?’’ 

‘Well, you know then, two negroes were 
arrested here last night because they were 
mixed up in that shooting. The men tried to 
find Brewer, aud when they found they could 
not they thought, so they said, that they would 
make an example of them two negroes, and 
you see they did.” 

Again the gentleman paused 

‘Goon,’ jremarked an interested listener. 

“What about?” he asked. 

“What happened in jail. Tell how the 
men were killed.’’ 

“How should I know, I wasn’t in there.”’ 

“We know, but didn’t your friend tell 
rou ?’’ 

“Oh, yes,” he answered, after some hesita- 
tion, ‘‘he did tell me. but I did not pay much 
attention toit. CanI recoliect what he said? 
Let’s see. They went into the cell on the right 
first,’ he said. ‘‘The negro in there piled a 
trunk anda box up ina corner and tried to 
hide behind. The men told him to come out, 
but he wouldn’t, and 
BEGGED FOR LIFE 

behind the box. Some one jerked the box 
away, and the negro sprang to his feet. He 
started across the room in a run, and in an 
instant every gun was pointed at him. Upon 
every trigger there was a finger. Every finger 
moved, and there was a deafening report. The 
negro dropped down dead, pierced by a ball 
fromevery gun. Then to inake their w — 
gure, the men cocked their guns again, an 
again fired at the man already dead. 

Here the orator stopped, glanced over his

“went into the jail. they intended to hang one 
of the negroes to that scaffold, so the county 
would get the worth of its money. But 
when the first negro started to run someone 
shot, and everybody else followed suit. That’s 
the reason he wasn’t hung. Then the other 
negro showed fight and was killed too. Soyou 
see the scaffold ain’t been used yet.”’ 

Later in the day a man who was in 

THE BATTLE OF THE SWAMP 
was found. He told his story openly: 

‘*¥'e went there, about fifteen or twenty of 
us,’’ he said, ‘‘to go into the swamp, and had 
just entered when they began to fire upon us. 
We returned the fire, and for about five min- 
utes the battle was pretty hot. We took the 
same advantage they had tried to dodge be- 
hind, and we soon drove them away. We 
could not follow far, and came back.’”’ 

The situation in the town early in the morn- 
ing while these stories were being related, was 
pleasanter than yesterday afternoon. Uni- 
forms and armed men without uniform were 
seen everywhere. Peace, however, reigned 
supreme, and apart from the ugly and sensa- 
tional rumors everything was quiet. Ladies 
caine out upon the streets, accompanied by 
servants carrying baskets of lunches and pots 
of coffee. From these the soldiers were fed, 
aud for an hour life was made pleasant for the 
boys. Soon after this, Colonel Gordon, ac- 
companied by Captain Morris and a squad, 
started out on an _ investigating tour. 
They went over the entire town, 
acquiring all information which could 
be secured and making a careful 
list of the dead and wounded. Near the depot 
they found a small greer house, the front door 
to which had been battered in. On the inside 
they found a negro man upon a sick bed—a 
man sosickthat he was nearly dead. His 
name was John Hopps, and he was the father 
of the boy who was killed in jail. The old 
darkey was nearly dead of fright, and when 
questioned said: 

“All I know is I was asleep when they 
broke in that door. Then a lot of men rushed 
in and seized my wife and boy. They took her 
out there on the street and 

TOOK ALL HER CLOTHES OFF 
and whipped her terribly. 
boy away, and I don’t know what they have 
done to him.”’ 

‘Why were they?’’ the old man was asked. 

“T don’t know, sir. They were all white 
nen, and that’s all I know.” 

‘Where is your wife pow ?’ 

“She took the children and went away early 
this morning. She was afraid that they would 
come back and kill her. I don’t know where 
she is now. Do you know where my boy is?”’ 

Hopps’s wife has the reputation of being a 
bad woman. She is extremely impertinent, 
and has a habit of insulting people generally. 
Her treatment, though severe and unlawful, 
is not regretted by anyone in town. Next 

THE DEAD BODY OF FLUID 
was found. Fluid was wholly paralyzed on 
one one side, and could do very little physi- 
cally. His tongue, though, was bad, and his 
home was a rendezvous for gamblers, thieves 
and bad characters generally. It was in his 
house that Deputy Marshal Barnhill found 
the negroes gambling when he killed one. 
Fluid was always making incendiary talks, 
and was generally obnoxious to the people. 
Last night he went tohis home, and a half 
dozen other negroes came to him. Some time 
during the night he was called to the door, 
and when he suw the white men began abus- 
ing them. Some indiscreet member of the 
party turned his gun lose, and instantly a 
dozen shots were fired. Fluid dropped out of 
his door, dead, and one or two others were 
wounded. After a thorough investigation thé 
dead bodies found Were six, and the wounded, 
beside the two white gentlemen, were 
RAUS SCHULER, 

a negro shot through and through, and in an 
extremely precarious condition. 

Jolin Wilson, also a negro and shot through 
the shoulder but not badly hurt. 

Tom Gordon, a negro, too, shot in breast 
and arm and back and in a précarious condi- 
tion, 

John Rayford, one of Brewer's followers. 

Rayford’s exact condition cannot be ascer- 
tained, as he is in the swamp among his 
friends. 

J. W. Scott, a white man 
county, shot through the hand. 

All these wounded have been seen exccpt 
Rayford. It is positive that Rayford was 
seriously hurt, and it is presumed that several 
of his associates were wounded too, but of this 
nothing positive is known. Just before 10 
o'clock this morning one of the pickets on the 
outskirts began firing his gun, and in 
a short time fell back. At the military heaa- 
quarters he reported that the negroes were 
gathering at the railroad crossing, where the 
first battle of yesterday occurred. Instantly 
almost, Colonel Gerdon hada detachment of 
the Hussars and the Brunswick company 

MOVING IN A DOUBLE QUICK 

towards the scene. ‘The excitement began go- 
ing high again, and the local men under arms 
showed an anxiety forthe fray. A mile from 
town Colonel! Gordon encountered only two or 
three negroes, the others having dispersed. 
He then returned to the town, and the crowd 
was disappointed. They were itching fora 
fight. Colonel. Gordon was thoroughly satis- 
fied by this time that there was no further 
danger from the negroes, and so informed 
Governor Gordon, asking permission to with- 
draw the military. Thecitizens, however, were 
opposed to the withdrawal of the troops, and 
so informed the governor. By noon, Colonel 
Gordon was instructed to use hisown discre- 
tion. Heleft with the Hussars on the next 
train. 

The riflemen were'going on the next train, 
too, but before it came things 

TOOK ON ANOTHER BAD APPFAAANCE 
and the company is herestill. Before leaving 
Colonel Gordon and Captain Morris informed 
the mayor that he ought to organize his local 
force. The suggestion was accepted and acted 
upon and at noon about fifty men met at the 
Hotel St. Pauland organized a comvany by 
electing Dr. Dowdy captain. While the or- 
ganization was going on @ man rushed into 
the hotel out of breath. He stated positively 
that Brewer with a gang offorty negroes were 
advancing towards town. Instantly every- 
thing was out of gear again. <A special train 
was secured, and with a dozen men it started 
down the road to meet Brewer and his gang 
of outlaws at a brickyard five miles away. We 
came upon a party of negroes & dozen strong, 
allarmed. ‘They were not outlaws, but were 
having & Christmas turkey shooting. 
And thus another’ sensational story 
of an assault was knocked out. 
Then Captain Morris wired Governor Gordon 
again, asking permission to withdraw. The 
company hasits annual dinner spread in the 
armory tonight. Governor Gordon gave Cap- 
tain Morris the privilege to do so, if he pleased, 
but the citizens prevailed upou him to stay. 
So, tonight, the boys dined with the people of 
Jesup. The ladies sent squads of the uni- 
formed Brunswickers perfumed notes, and at 
tea they were scattered over town. Tonight 
they are on guard duty. The coroner 
HELD AN INQUEST TODAY 

over the white men who were killed, and re- 
turned a verdict of death by hands unknown, 
The negroes have not had their inquest yet. 
The work of last night bas given the negroes a 
thorough fright, and today they are leaving 
the town in gangs. They went any way to 
any place. One train was as good as another. 
All they wanted was to get out of town. 
They were thoroughly knocked out. 
Houses were deserted, with a half cooked 
breakfast on the stove. The negroes went 
away, leaving everything behind excepting 
what they could carry in a small valise or 
package. Tonight there are fewer negroes in 
town than there has been in a longtime. In 
fact for the first time in the history of Jesup 
the white population exceeds the negroes. If 
ail reports here are true the town has been 
CURSED WITH A MEAN NEGRO POPULATION. 
The men have been indolent and improvident, 
while the women have been as impolite and 
aggressive as women can be, The people 
here bore with them until the negroes began 
to think that the world was theirs without 
even the asking.

Jesur,-Ga., December 27.—[Special.}—Just 
before2 o'clock a party of tweuty have just 
mévedto the swamp, because firing has been 
heard again in that direction. Nothing will 
be ‘fohad, however, in all probability. About 
dark a patty of six negroes was seen coming 
out of the swamp, aud among them was a man 
recognized as Brewer, so the rumor goes. A 
short-while ago a man bame into town, saying 
that he found three negrces hanging from one 
treeabout a mile from town. Captain Morris 


‘has sent Sergeant Mett Wells with a squad to 


investigate the story. Three negroes well 
knowr in town have been missing all day, and 
ther nay be something in the story, but it is 
generally discredited... The town is now quiet, 
and the riot may be said to be over.

BARNESVILLE, Ga., December 26.—[Special. | 
An thusually pleasant and festive Christmas 
day had a most unfortunate ending in what 
seems to bo a shocking and ruthless murder. 
Lasfnight as Pink Lawrence, a colored citi- 
20m, @ecompanied by his new made bride and 
yousger brother, were on their way to a Christ- 
mag festival, they were met by four drunken, 
diserderly young white men from the country, 
whe @ttacked him. One of them fired two 
pistol shots, which proved fatal, Pink Law- 
rencs dying instantly. The murder occurred 
in the suburbs of the town, but the nows rap- 
idjy spread and a posse of our best 
citizens was soon organized, and went in 
pursuit of the fleeing criminals, and 
suceéeded in capturing the wLole party, to- 
wit: I. J. Abbott. Hiram Brown, Sebo Shaw 
and Lon Cauthen; and they are now under 
arrést, awaiting preliminary trial. Our citi- 
Zens joiu universal condemnation of this out- 
rage against law and order, and every proper 
effort will be made to bring the offenders to

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TROUBLE IS BREWING 


4 GREAT DEAL OF DISCONTENT IN 
BRAZIL 


AND AN OUTBREAK MAY OCCUR SOON 


A Ship's Captain Says There Will Be Fight- 
ing in Brazil—The Brazil Legation in 
New York Denies the Statement.

- EW YorK, December 26.—The steamship 
ee which left Rio Janeiro December 4th, 
om a rived here today, reports that several 
phenciae tie ships, among them tho United 
—— Steamer Richmond, had arrived in the 
— or, and that quietness reigned in the city, 
nnbtig ee acos had taken place in the Rio 
sehr district, although no particulars could 
» learned up to the time of sailing. Captain 
Fisher, of the Sirus, said to a reporter: ‘When 
we were at Rio everything was quiet in the 
city, and no one would imagine that any 
change of government had taken place. Bus- 
iness Was going on as usual,: although the 
banks were a bit wary and drafts of over 100 
pounds would not be honored. There was an 
undercurrent of discontent manifested, and 
I am not __ surprised to hear. of 
an Outbreak there since we left. There is ev- 
idently a considerable number of people in 
the city who desire io see the empire re-estab- 

~ y . . 
lished. When we were there, this sentiment 
had not taken the shape of any definite move- 
ment, but there were mutterings of dissatisfac- 
tion to be heard. The truth was that the 
banishment of Dom Pedro and the proclama- 
tion of the republic came with such sudden- 
ness that adherents of the empire had no time 
to make any demonstration. I look for 
trouble not only in Ric, but throughout 
Brazil for some time to come. Those at the 
head of this new movement have not a peace- 
ful prospect before them by any means.”’ 

Ww. P. Grace today received a cablegram 
from Rio that exchange there is quoted at 
245 pence, which is a fall of 34 pence since 
Dom Pedro. was deposed. Rubber has gone 
up 2 milo and 400 reis today. Exchange at oH 
puts paper money below par. Mr. Grace saic 
he was not an alarmist, but indications were 
that grievious trouble was brewing. He be- 
lieved that Brazil contained more corrupt of- 
ficials than any country on the face of the 
vlobe. If the press had the same lib- 
erty as in this country rascality would 
be = exposed in a way that 
Surprise the natives.”’ 

WHAT THE BRAZILIANS SAY. 

WASHINGTON, December 25.—A_ reporter 
of the Associated Press, who called at legation 
today to inquire for news concerning fighting 
which is reported to have occurred at Rio Ja 
neiro from the 18th to the 20th of the prerent 
month found that the minister had just re- 
ceived the following telegram from Roy Bar- 
bosa, minister of tinance under the new reg- 
ime: ‘ 

Rio, December 26.—Brazilian minister, 
Washington: From cablegrams we learn that un- 
fortunately there is no speculation from news- 
molgers against usjwhich is not credited in Eu 
repe, in spite of all our warnings against this sort 
of conspirrey. The report about the munity ot 
& corps of artillery is false. Only a mutiny 
of a few soldiers, which was immediately 
repressed. This circumstance increased here con- 
fidence in government, wiich shows itself strongly 
prepared promptly and decisively to put down 
any dissurbance of the public order. The aggrava- 
tion of Generali Fonseca’s illnessis not-true. On 
contrary heis recovering speedily from his former 
complaint. The assistant doctor believes his re- 
covery to be certain. Atany rate, the fate of revo- 
lution is now accepted by the whole country, 
which does not depend on the contingency of one 
man’s life, however precious it may be, Inthe 
army itselt, the revolution can rely on other chiefs 
of great prestige and no legs dcvoted to the cause. 
Allthe different political parties have espoused 
with enthusiasm the term fixed (November 15, 18.0) 
for the meeting of the constitnent assembly, they 
considering by this act, tne stability of the republic 
will be insured. 

THE CAUSE OF THE DELAY. 

WASHINGTON, December 26.—Senor Valent 
late this afternoon received another cable- 
gram from Senor Ruy Barbosea, giving at 
length the reason which it was impossible to 
call a constituent assembly at an earlier date 
than November. Thecanuse of this delay has 
been severely commented on by various Eu- 
ropean and American newspapers, The cable- 
gram is as follows: 

Rio DE JANEIRO, Vecember 26.—-The reason why 
in Europe the term forthe meeting of the consti- 
tueut assembly is considered too iong is because 
they are not well acquainted with the geography of 
Brazi!. <A Brazilian is a better judge in the matter. 
All political parties here think thatthe term iseven 
short. Moreover it will be diflicult to take all the 
preliminary measures fora general election within 
soshort a time The last electoral reform was 
decreed on January Sth, I88], and yet the 
new house of representatives, under which the law 
was called, met on December 31, of that year, al- 
thoughit was merely an ordinary reform. Now, 
after a revolution we have to enlist a large electoral 
body, almost all new, comprising (with the excep- 
tiou of illiterates) ail foreigners naturalized, thatis 
to say, all were residing in Brazil on November 
15, and who will not decline Brazilian citizen- 
ship. To perform all this work in less time ina 
country capable of admitting a population o! four 
or five hundred millions, but containing, how- 
ever, fourteen miilions only, would be a mistake. 
European criticisms only showed that they know 
little of Brazil outside of its finuncial affairs, It is 
materially impossible to adopt a shorier term. Pub- 
lic opinion in Brazilis satisfied and Europe would 
he also if Brazil was better known there, Here 
such criticisms are surprising, inasmuch as we are 
supposed to be a country as thickly }opulated as 
European nations. Such impatience is absurd. 
Any alteration in the term is impracticable. We 
cannot do what is beyond man’s power.

AUGUSTA SEEMS TO HAVE HAD 
FUN. 


TOO MUCH CHRISTMAS WHISKY 
Leads to Bad Blood Among the Negroes and 


Retaliation by the Whites—One Negro 
Killed and Others Wounded. 


Avausta, Ga., December 26.—[Special.]— 
Besides the tension and excitement caused by 
exaggerated rumors and reported utterances 
of individuals, which are magnified into the 
expressed sentiments of a race war, everything 
has been quiet in Augusta today. Many per- 
sons have purchased weapons of some de- 
Scriptien, and it is probable that more firearms 
are now owned and in good condition in Augus- 
tathan since the troublesome times after the 
war. This was the drill night of one or two 
negre military companies, and the presence on 
the steeets of several negroes in uniforms with 
guns, and the report that they were collecting 
at their armory, created a good deal 
of excitement in that section of the 
city known as Dublin, where the trouble of 
yesterday occurred. Asa consequence, a large 
number of young 

WHITE MEN WITH ARMS, 

collected in the streets out there, and trouble 
was feared by the mayor and _ police officers. 
It was found, however, that the negroes had 
not held their drill, and had gone to their 
homes, and at midnight, Augusta is possibly 
the quietest city of its sizein Georgia. Hard- 
lya manis seen on the streets, and absolute 
quiet and good order prevails. 

The Chronicle issued an extra today at noon 
in which it reviewed the trouble of yesterday 
as follows, before giving the detailed 

OCCURRENCES OF THE DAY. 

In observance of a time-honored custom, the 
Chronicle gave its entire force a holiday on Christ- 
mas, and no paper was issued this morning, The 
quiet of Christmas day was broken, however, by a 
number of drunken negroes and turbulent associ- 
ates, and so many wild rumors and reckless exag- 
gerations are being circulated on the streets this 
morning of yesterday's disturbance that the Chron~ 
icle takes the first opportunity of giving 
the peuple the facts in the case, as accurately 
as it is possible to collect them, and 
prints this extra issue in order that apprehensions 
may be allayed; the true situation understood and 
the peop’e put in possession of the facts.’’ 

To sum np the case briefly, a lot of nolsy negroes, 
many of them drinking, were quarreling among 
themselves. Two policemen, in attempting their 
arrest, to preserve the peace, were set upon by the 
crowd, overpowered and brutally clubbed. Subse- 
quently, five negroes, believed to be ringleaders in 
the attack on the officers, were arrested. By this 
time it was reported on all sides 
that both policemcn had boen shot to 
death by negroes, The white men of 
the neighborhood were greatly outraged at this as- 
sault on the officers and swore vengeance. They

and the policemen, who had the negroes under ar- 
rest, hadtorushintoan engine house with them 
to protect them from the angry crowd: The crowd 
grew in numbers and indignation andit was with 
difficulty that the men were gotten to the jail. On 
the way, as the prisoners were being followed by 
the crowd, a nisy, turbulent negro was meton the 
sidewalk. In a& Qmoment a street fight fol- 
lowed, in which a uumber of men were hit by the 
negro’s stick, and he WAS beaten 
and shot. He was not killed, butis doing well at 
the Freediman’s hospital. The prisoners were car- 
ried saiely to jail, where they are now, and that 
was al! of what has been magnitied into a serious 
riotand war of races. Yesterday, in an eutirely 
different imatter, another nezro was severely 
stabbed, out in the territory, and last night another 
negro was shotin Dublin by unknown parties. 

THE ONLY NEGRO WHO WAS KILLED 
yesterday was Bob Rachal, who is employed by 
the city, Absolutely nothing is known of the cir- 
cumstances icading to his death. A number of shots 
were heard on Campbell street about 12:50 o’clock 
last night, between Miller and Dugas street. The 


they reached there found Bob Paschal dead on the 
sidewalk. Whoshot him or what caused itis ab- 
solutely unknown up tothe present hour. The body 
was removed intothe lumber yard by lhe engine 
house, where it remained until this morning,when 
Coroner Picquet ordered its remoral tothe negro’s 
home on Telfair street, near Marbury. What-sort 
of collision brought on the shooting, and who did 
it, cannot be learned, This is the only negro who

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Khe Lesson of a Lovable Life. 

No such meeting was ever held in At- 
lanta as that which assembled at DeGive’s 
yesterday morning to do honor to the mem- 
ory of Henry Grady. 

Prince of men that he was, those that 
loved him did not know the depth of their 
devotion until MHStening to the tributes 
poured like bugning incense on the altar of 
his memory, they understood the awful re- 
ality of his untimely death. 

Noble heart that he had, generous and 
kind to a fault, there were few dry eyes in 


that audience of those that had been the. 


beneficiaries of his tender impulses and im- 
passioned nature—moulded after the image 
of his Maker and directed by a God-like in- 
spiration as lovable as it was rare. 

A glorious lesson is taught in the life of 
Henry Grady—a lesson that has patriotism 
as its model, charity as its object, good 
citizenship as a lofty teaching and immor- 
tality as its moral. 


The Reason Why. 

Some of our contemporaries are begin- 
ning to wonder how the northern editors— 
those, for instance, who find the southern 
question a perennial subject for discussion— 
ean know more about the relations of the 
two races here and the intentions of the 
whites in their attitude toward the blacks 
than the southern people themselves. 
Clearly this is a matter that will not bear 
talking about even in the newspapers, 
where gossip of one kind and another is 
taking the place of more serious discussion. 

The northern editors think they know, 
and that, after al], is the main point. They 
insist that the negro question, or, if you 
please, the southern question, is a political 
one from all points of view, and their ani- 
mated manner in dealing with it and settling 
it on the lines of partisanry are amusing if 
not instructive. 

The reason that the northern editors 
know more about the matter than anybody 
else is because they think they know, and 
it is for that reason that they are disposed 
to ignore all the facts pertaining to the sit- 
uation. Meanwhile, the country must get 
together and settle this question as all other 
important questions have been settled—-with 
justice, wisdont and mutual tolerance, 

Foraker and the Forgery. 

Aur readers are aware, if they have fol- 
lowed THE CONSTITUTION’S comments on 
the scheme of forgery introduced into the 
recent campaign in Ohiv, that Mr. J. B. 
Foraker, who was the republican candidate 
for governor, has got himself into a hole 
out of which he will find it difficult to 
wriggle. It is some comfort to know, if 
there is any ecomfort whatever in such 
things, that the discovery of Foraker’s 
complicity in the plot to ruin the democratic 
candidate and some other people besides, 
isdueto the honesty, the conscientious- 
ness and the manliness of a republican 
editor, Mr. Murat Halstead, of the Com- 
mercial Gazette. 

Mr. Halstead has written a great deal 
about this forgery business. -It was his 
prompt exposure of the forgery that caused 
it to take the shape of a boomerang, and it 
has been due to his restlessness that all the 
additional facts have been made public. 
These additional facts are not by any means 
creditable to Foraker, but as they seem to 


shed some light ona vile conspiracy they 
are naturally of interest to the public. 


They are interesting to southern readers 
mainly because Mr. Foraker has made him 
self notorious as a south-hater. He pur- 
sued the people of this section with such 
pertinacity and misrepresented their atti- 
tude with such pertinacity, that he made 
himself quite a leader among the section- 
alists who control the republican party. 
He has been spoken of asa possible candi- 
date for president, the theory being that a 
man who could hate a large portion of his 
fellow-countrymen with such extreme vigor 
ought to be a person of distinction. 

Mr. Foraker was perfectly safe, so long 
as he confined his political methods to 

abuse and detraction of the south, but he 
was lost the moment he turned his attention 
to his next door neighbors. It was in order 
for him to invent charges against the south, 
but when he lent himself to a scheme to 
destroy not only his political opponent, 
but the most distinguished of his party 
rivals he begun to weave a snare for him-— 
self. 

Heietoforeit has been one of the foundest 
beliefs of Mr. Halstead’s editorial career 
that he was Foraker’s friend and confi- 
dante. That he has been the victim of 
deception all the way through is nothing to 
his discredit. The most sincere and sensi- 
tive natures are oftenest the victims of the 
echemes of coarse and unprincipled men. 

When Mr. Halstead exploded the ballot- 
box forgery in his uncompromising way, 
there was at once a demand on the part of 
the public to get at the true iawardness of 
the scheme. In response to this demand, Mr. 
Halstead filled a page of his paper with the 
facts as he knew them; but there 
was still a feeling that something 
remained behind it all, and _ the 
pressure was such that Mr. Foraker 
was induced to come to the front with his 
part ofthe story. What he told was very 
interesting. He printed a part of his cor- 
respondence with Forger Wood, and made 
a tolerably good showing for himself, For- 
tunately, however, for the truth of history 

. Forger Wood had himself preserved the 
letters and telegrams sent him by Foraker 
and his attorneys were enabled to announce 
that some of these had failed to appear in 
Mr. Foraker’s statement. And yet, the 
great south-hater had informed Mr. Hal. 
stead and the public that he had cop- 
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tributed all he knew on the subject. His 
language was: ‘“‘I write, thinkingit may 
be due to you to contribute all the knowledge 
I have on the subject,’’ » 

In this communication, in which he gave 
up ‘‘all his knowledge,’’ Mr. Foraker also 
used this language: ‘‘On the 9th day of Sep 
tember he (Wood) came to Columbus and 
brought the paper that you used and de- 
livered itto me. When I saw it I was 
surprised to find on it the names that are 
there with Mr. Campbell’s name.’’ To 
make the exposure of the fraudulent part 
that J. B. Foraker has played in this for- 
gery business more complete, it is only 
necessary to quote what Mr. Halstead said 
last Sunday: 

“We learn from the governor recentiy—and as 
the object of this wr.ting is to set forth the whole 
truth, we state the fact at once—Weood did tell him 
that the names of Bulterworth and McKinley were 
on the paper. He made the statement more than 
once, but never said anything about the name of 
Shermau—w hose name was the great surprise—that 
caused the governor to shrink from the use of the 
paper. Doubtless the name of Sherman was’ used 
expressly for the purpose of compelling secrecy.”’ 

If this doesn’t open Mr. Halstead’s eyes 
to the real character of the man he has 
been supporting with so much emotion, 
then he is blind indeed. 


Enough to Fill Volumes. 
During the past few days much 
space has heen filled with the spontancous 
tributes called forth from the press and the 
people of the country by the sad death of 

Henry W. Grady. 

It was eminently fitting and proper that 
these representative expressions of opinions 
should find a place in our columns, but it 
is of course understood that it would be a 
hopeless task toattemptthe publication of 
even the half of what has been said, though 
months should be devoted to it.

Her classes and masses are 
on terms of good fellowship and comrade- 
ship. There is no bad blood between them

Mr. Woodward walked up to the door of 
Mr. King’s residence and said that he was 
shot. 

Mr. Park Woodward and Mr. John Wood- 
ward, with several friends, were standing on 
Forsyth street, near Weinmeister’s hotel, 
when the news was brought them that Mr. 
Jim Woodward was desperately wounded. 
Tney went at once to the residence of Dr. 
R. W. Westmoreland, whither the wounded 
man had gone and heard the story. 

When he reached his sister’s house he said 
that he had been shot by some man, whose 
game be did not remember, but whose face 
was faimiciar. 

He said that as he passed a dark place on 
Marietta street a man walked out and asked if 
ho was Jim Woodward. When he said ‘‘yes’”’ 
the man placed a pistol to his breast and 
fired. 

WOODWARD WALKED HALF A MILE 
after he was shot, sohesaid. Hedid not 
geoin to realize that he was desperutely hurt, 
and even after his arrival at the residence of 
his sister he treated the matter lightly. 

Pr. Dau Howell, Dr. Stockton, Dr. Willis 
Westmoreland, Jr., and Dr, Robert W. West- 
moreland were immediately sammoned. 

The police department was notified and 
Captains Wright and Thompson went in 
search of the would-be murderer. They had 
no ciew to work upontbut scoured Marietta 
street and vicinity thoroughly. ' 

Messengers were sent for Mrs. Woodward, 
and she came at once to his bedside. 

The shooting caused intense excitement, and 
the street in front of Dr. Westmoreland’s resi- 
dence was crowded with people in afew min- 
utes after the story of the tragedy was made 
public. - 

THE DIAGNOSIS. 

Dr. Robert and Dr. Willis 
Westmoreland, with Dr. Stockton, ex- 
amined the wounded man, but none 
ef them ventured a thorough investigation, as 
the wound was a desperate one, and there was 
only asmal! chance for his recovery. If the 
ball went direct and passed through the stom- 
ach, death is almost. certain. If it 
only penetrated the abdominal cavity, above 
the stomach and below the lungs, there is a 
chance for lim to live. 

' The chances are so small from the gize and 
direction of the ball—a thirty-eight caliber— 
ranging directly through the body, that little 
hope was entertained for his recovery.

There were 7,870 enrolled scholars in the pub- 

lic schools for the year just ended. 
FOR NEXT YEAR. 

To pay the deticit of $15,225.50 and run the 
schools next year—and build threo new 
schools—the board will ask for $168,000. 

It is estimated that $150,000 of this must 
sone from the city treasury, the remaining 
618,090 to come from the general school fund 
of the state. 

The cominittee on school property were at- 
thorized to buy two lots for schools for white 


children. 

One is on Wallace strect, between South and 
State, in the fifth ward. 1t is about one and 
one-third acres, and costs $2,000. This is in 
the extension recently added to the ciiy, and 
near the new limits. 

The other is on Frazier street, at the corner 
of Love street, and costs 53,500, 

There was some discussion as to the location 
of the colored school. One proposition was to 
buy the Storr colored 
the first of January as a public school for col- 
ered children. Another proposition was to 
locate the schoolin the third ward, near the 
Summer Iliil school. No definite action was 
taken in this matter, 

A double argument was used to favor the 
idea of buying the Storr school property. in 
the tirst place, the school can be opened imme- 
diately, whereas if a new school were built it 
could not be ready for oceupancy before Septem- 
ber. In the second place, after sometime the 
lot would be needed for a new boys’ 
school, the building at present used for them 
to be a part of the Girls’ Iligh school. 

In the-estimate of $168,000 for next year it 
was taken for granted ‘that the three new 
schoo!s wonld be run only four months, begin- 
ning with September.

“I 
can't say,’’ said the former, ‘fas I have never seen 
any on on the question,” while Dr. White re- 
marked that no case of the kind bad ever come 
under his personal ex perience, 

Dr. Howard, a colored man, is a graduate of Har- 
vard anda regular licensed practitioner. Te said 
that if his visitor had come two minutes earlier, he 
would have had the pleasure of seeing and bearing 
full blooded jmegro ysneeze. Dr. Howard added 
that at preseut he is treating two cases 
of influenza among colored patients, 
and that they sneezed constantly. Dr. 
Potter, another colored practitioner, agreed fully 
with the opinion expressed by his colleague. He 
Stated that he had an old mother, a cat, and a dog, 
and that all of these had been observed to suceZe, 
both in chorus and sofo parts. Itthe dog sneezed 
first, $he catsoon followed, and bis mother was 
sure th-n to sneeze herself. 

Gilbert A. Ball, the well-known colored states- 
man, was next calleduoon. He said: “The races 
are now sO closely blended together that there Is 
very little difference. If the colored people as a 
race really do sneeze it perhaps comes easier to 
them on account of the broad, open shape of thetr 
nostrils, but again the question now naturally 
arises, does @ sneeze afford them the same relief as 
it doesasharp, hatchet- faced, gimlet-nosed white 
man?”
